tention is polled for first place on 
the ticket. 

Delegates that have wavered in 
the balance have succumbed to the 
Parker tide with few exceptions 
and these are not expected to with- 
id the almost assured results of 
the vote as it proceed*, but 
change to the Parker column before 
the roll call is finished. 

The convention held only a brief 
session today. None of the impor- 
tant committees were ready to re- 
port. The real woric will begin at 
to-night's session and a nomination 
will likely be made tomorrow. 

Senator J. YV. Bailey, of Texas, 
and Representative Champ Clark, 
of Mississippi, both declined to 
accept the permanent chairman 
ship of the Democratic National 
convention, but Clark reconsidered 
and will accept.

There were only two votes against 
Senator Blackburn's motion and as 
tbe unit rule prevails, he will get 
the entire twenty-six votes.

James J. Hern was shot and 
mortally wounded by his son. Mack 
Hern, at eight o'clock Monday- 
night, in W. R. Long's saloon. 
East Ninth street, where he was 
employed as bartender. 

Bad whisky and bad blood grow 
goutot long-standing family dit 
ferences, were at the bottom of the 
tragedy. 

James J. Hern was 66 years old 
and the father of three sons and 
two daughters, by a wife from 
whom he was divorced seven years 
ago. A year ago he was marrie 
again to a Caldwell county woma 
and the feeling against him, on the 
part of his former wife and some^f 
her children, had grown more 
bitter. One son, the younger one, 
Hayden Hern, does not seem 
ive shared in this feeling, as be 
is working in the same barroom 
th his father and was the only- 
eye witness to the killing. 

Mack Hern and his brother, Jim 
Hern, Jr , live in Paducah. The 
former, who is employed as a 
boiler maker in the I. C. shop-, 
came up Sunday to spend the 4th ot 
July with his mother and sister. 
Early on the morning of tbe 4tb, 
young Hern made a round of the 
saloons and began todrink heavily. 
During the forenoon, he called at 
the Long saloon and had some hot 
words with his father. The fuss 
ended in the elder Hern putting 
his son out of the saloon. 

Mack Hern continued to drink 
during the day and about eight 
o'clock re appeared at the saloon, 
bent on renewing the trouble with 
his father. He entered with a. 
weapon in bis hand and found Jim 
Hern standing by the bar in bis 
shirt sleeves. Upbraiding his 
father for what he claimed was 
bad treatment, tbe young man fired 
upon him with a 32 Forehand re- 
The bullet struck tbe 
human target in the bowels. It 
entered a little to the left of the pit 
of the stomach. Hern staggered 
but caught hold of the bar and as- 
sisted by bis son, Hayden, seated 
ell in a chair near by, and a 
towel was placed over tbe 
d and a doctor telephoned for.

The dead body of Hern, Sr., was 
taken to bis home at Second and 
Clay streets, his wife having ar- 
rived at the saloon about the time 
he died.

James J. Hern was a native of 
Chattanooga. Tenn., where he was 
born in 1848. He was in the Con 
federate army and soon alter tbe 
war came to this city and had been 
in the saloon business for many 
years. He had been employed at 
Long's saloon for ten or fifteen 
years, 

He was not a drinking man ordi 
narily, but it is said bad taken a 
few drinks during the day Monday 
but was engaged in bis regula 
duties. He was entirely unpre 
pared for trouble, unarmed, and 
without any sort of warning he was 
shot to death. It looks very much 
like a case of willful and premed 
tated murder, whatever may have 
been tbe cause leading up to the 
previous trouble, 

Mack Hern claims self defense, 
but it is difficult to see how he can 
establish any such claim in the face 
of tbe facts. He created all of the 
trouble, invading bis father's place 
of business, and was tbe aggressor 
all along. 

The first story was tbat dispar- 
aging remarks made by Hern about 
former wife, tbe boy's mother, 
was the primary cause of tbe morn- 
ng trouble. This is net at all 
probable. The boy's brother was 
present, and as he lives with bis 
mother and seems to have .been on 
good terms also with his father, the 
story ot recent domestic differences 
needs something more to back 
it thai the patricide's statt- 

His drunken condition is about 
the only excuse tbat can be offered 
for his bloody deed. 

MacK Hern's examining trial has 
been set far July 14th. He hao re- 
tained Judge Cbas.

I NEW KIND OF SICKNESS. 

JCaJady Which Attacks Workmen In 
Compressed Air Chambers 
Underground. 

The aoeceoful plea of a work- 
man at the West Hum police coort 
that his intoxication wub due to 
the absorption of compressed air, 
and not to alcohol, was regarded 
by the uninitiated us more ingen- 
ious than truthful. But the ver- 
ity of the workman was unini 
l>eachable, says the London Daily 
Mail of a recent date. 

The construction of "tube" rail 
ways in London ha« introduced to 
the men who make them a disease 
of which they knew nothing be 
Tore. It is called "caisson sick- 
ness," and is brought about by 
ompressed air which is driven 
into the tunnels to enable the i 
to breathe. 

In some aspects' the outward 
symptoms are not unlike those of 
alcoholic intoxication. The' pain 
suffered is acute. The pressure of 
the unnatural air, which is fre- 
quently three times as dense as 
the ordinary atmosphere, or ap- 
proximately 45 pound* to the 
square inch, occasionally breaks 
the drums of the workmen's ears. 
Paralysis, according to an author- 
ity, supervenes in severe cases, 
and several deaths have occurred. 

Machining earache and tooth- 
ache afflict the majority of the 
workmen, but the sickness almosl 
invariably announces itself in the 
knee joints. So severe is the pain 
that strong men cry and groan. 
One sufferer lias likened it to tin 1 
sensation of "having the joints 
twisted off." 

While the recently completed 
Baker street and Waterloo rail 
way tunnel was being made under 
the Thames 47 cases of "caisson 
sickness" occurred among 120 men 
in six months, and that despite the 
unremitting care of a well-known 
physician who was in regular at 
tendance. 

The doc tor allowed no one toen- 
ter the tunnel whose heart was 
not thoroughly sound or who was 
addicted ta the immoderate use of 
alcohol. At the end of each "shift"' 
the men had to be carefully and 
gradually "loc ked out"— made ac- 
customed to the outside air. But 
in this undertaking the necessary 
pressure «;is so exceptional that 
when the Imprisoned air escaped 
upward the river for some dis- 
tance- bubbled like a mighty cal- 
dron, and barges could with dif- 
ficulty navigate it. 

While compressed air is respon- 
sible for many ills underground, 
it is used as a curative agc-ni v in 
the sickroom, notably for asthma.

Frankfort. Ky., July •«>.— -Gen 
Joseph H- Lewis, died in Scott 
county today. 
Joseph Horace Lewis was born 
n Barren county, Ky October 24, 
1824. He began early in life the 
practice of law and entered politics 
and wae elected to the general 
assembly as a Whig. la 1675 he 
ninated as a Democrat for 
Congress against Warner L. Un- 
derwood, who defeated hisn. At the 
outbreak o«f the war be recruited a 
company of Southern sympathisers 
and with Col. Cofer, organised the 
Sixth Kentucky infantry at Camp 
Dick Robinson." He was chosen 
as Co) nel of the regiment. He took- 
parti some of the biggest battles of 
the wa., being at Shiloh, at Cor- 
iith. a: Stone river, at Jackson, 
ai Cbickamauga, and at 
Missionary Ridge. He returned to 
Glasgow it; May, 1865, and resumed 
the practice ot his profession. In 
1870 he wa* elected to fill an un- 
xpired term in the Forty -first Con- 
gress, ant* 'was re elected to the 
next session. On the death of Chief 
Justice Gofer he was elected a 
member of the Court of Appeals, 
aad was twice re-elected to the 
bench, serving three times as Chief 
Justice. He^retired in 1898. 

Judge Lewis was twice married. 
His first wife was Misa Sarah H. 
Rogers, of Glasgow. She died in 
1858, leaving two children, John 
Lewis, of Glasgow, and Mrs. Eliza 
Biirnham, of Lincoln, Neb. 
After the war he remarried, bia 
second wife being Mrs. Cossandra 
F. Johnson, widow of Jilson P. 

, Louisville. Sbe is a daugb 
ter of Gen. Thomas B. Flournoy.
